1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach a process of fabricating a ferroelectric random access memory (FeRAM) 
device including the step of inducing the step of forming the crack in the adhesion layer 
by performing a rapid thermal annealing as the context of claim 1 . 

2. Applicant's argument filed on 1 1/10/05 (see page 7) is persuasive as to the point 
that the closest prior art Takeno (5,178,725) discloses an irradiation process of 
irradiating laser beam to the base material consists of a ceramic material, in order to 
form an affected portion having a crack. 

Takeno fails to teach or suggest at least the step of inducing a crack in the 
adhesion layer by performing a rapid thermal annealing process as recited in amended 
claim 1.
